Newark, N. J., January 7, 1948 


A Special Meeting of the Board 
of Commissioners of The City of 
Newark, N. J., was held on the 
above date, in the Conference 
Room, 3rd Floor, City Hall, Newark, 
at 10:00 A. M. 


Acting Mayor Brady: The meet- 


ing will come to order. The Clerk 
will call the roll. 
Present: Commissioners Brady, 


Ellenstein, Keenan, Villani. 
Absent: Mayor Murphy. 


6684 — The City Clerk read the 
call for the meeting, which was for 
the purpose of considering the ad- 
option of a resolution creating a re- 


volving fund for the handling of the. 


fuel oil situation that has arisen in 
the City due to the present blizzard 
emergency. 


Acting Mayor Brady: Gentlemen 
of the Commission, a week ago to- 
day. last Wednesday, 1 called а 
meeting of the Fuel Conservation 
Committee—they organized in 1943 
—because of the fact that I was 
personally receiving complaints 
from residents of the City and from 
the Health Department concern- 
ing the fuel oil shortage here, par- 
ticularly from the sections of the 
city where the poorer people reside 
and where they had to buy kerosene 
and oil in small quantities in order 
to get the proper heat 


As a result of that meeting, I 
appointed as Fuel Coordinator Mr. 
Dominick Miceli. Also at that 
meeting, in conjunction with the 
Fuel Conservation Committee, we 
hac. representatives of the major 91 
companies who have offices in the 
City of Newark. They contended 
that there is a fuel oil shortage and 
the reason they cannot take care of 
some of the problems, that is some 
of "ће smaller dealers and some of 
the peddlers, is because they have 
commitments by contract. And be- 
cause of that fact I felt it was neces- 
sary to declare an emergency ex- 


` isted because of the health of the 


people of the City of Newark being 
impaired. And I appointed a Fuel 
Coordinator so that he could make 
the necessary arrangements to have 
fuel distributed as equitably as can 
possibly be done, and to make ar- 
rangements with major oil com- 
panies to set up some kind of a 
pool to relieve the situation. 


I would like to ask the Fuel Co- 
ordinator at this time to make a 
report to the Commissioners on 
what he has done from last Wed- 
nesday up to today: This is Mr. 
Dominick Miceli, the Fuel Coordin- 
ator. 


Mr. Miceli said he had made a 
survey of conditions in the city and 
found there was an acute shortage 
of fuel oil. The shortage amounted 
to almost thirty-five per cent, he 
added, but through the cooperation 
of the petroleum industry was able 


to bring much relief. Storm con- 
ditions due to the heavy snowfall 
made matters worse and the twenty- 
five per cent colder weather added 
to the suffering of those dependent 
upon oil and kerosene for heating 
purposes. 


In reply to Commissioner Ellen- 
stein, Miceli said that there had 
been evidence of profiteering, and 
that in some instances charges of 35 
cents a gallon for kerosene was 
made, despite the fact that the large 
companies maintained their normal 
price of 11 or 11% cents a gallon. 
Further questioning by the Com- 


.. missioner elicited from Mr. Miceli 


that tenants of the housing project 
in Weequahic Park were victims of 
the shortage and that State officials 
in charge of the project admitted 
that they were unable to relieve the 
situation. | 


It was suggested that control 
over those selling kerosene at pro- 
hibitive prices could be handled 
through the license division, and 
this matter was referred to the law 
department. Commissioner Keenan 
said. that steps to circumvent those 
selling at high prices had already 
been taken by the establishment of 
21 stations—19 in the Fire Depart- 
ment-—for the handling and filling 
of the fuel oil needs. 


. Donato Sodano and Richard 
_ Downey, tenants in the Weequahic 
Park project told of the suffering 
from cold experienced by the fam- 
ilies there, and declared that State 
representatives said they could not 
help out in this situation. Owen А. 
Malady, Overseer of the Poor, stated 


that the increased price of kerosene , 


oil was not only increasin gthe price 
of allowances for fuel purposes, but 
might have a serious effect on the 


health of indigents. Health Officer 


Dr. Charles V. Craster, stated prop- 
er heating is one of the most im- 
portant things to look after in the 
maintenance of health, and that 
unless something was done imimre- 
diately, there would be an increased 
disease death rate. He added that 
Director Brady was justified in cle- 
claring that an emergency exists. 


The latter then presented Reso- 
lution No. 6685 providing ‘for ап 
appropriation of $10,000 for a capital 
reserve for fuel oil and kerosene oil 


_revolving fund, also, Resolution:

tion against the city, to stop this 
work. Now, a temporary injunction 
means that pending a hearing before 
the Supreme Court it restrains the 
city from passing this ordinance, or 
from preventing the man from con- 
tinuing the building.

heard ш the course of the next four 
or five weeks, before the ordinance 
will come up again for action by the 
City Commission. 


You understand, a restraint, an 
injunction is given if a man goes 
on.a petition to a member of the 
Supreme Court and asks that we 
be restrained temporarily until all 
the evidence is presented to the 
court, at which time a final determi- 
nation is made. Now, should the 
court decide against your will, the 
will of those people living in your 
section of the city, the City Com- 
mission then is powerless to do any- 
thing. If on the other hand: the 
court decides that Director Keenan 
was within his right to withdraw 
that permit for construction as con- 
templated by the person building 
that, then the City Commission of 
course is in a position to help out. 
Is that clear? 


Mrs. Stephie Stevens: I hope that 
everyone here understands it. Can 
they ask a question? 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Yes. 


Miss Rose Pozdech: In the mean- 
time I would like to know whether 
the man can go ahead and build 
while all this is pending. 


Acting Mayor Brady: No. He 
cannot, according to the way Direc- 
tor Elienstein explained it. 


Commissioner Keenan: We have 
stopped the work; but the excava- 
tion is not part of the permit. The 
permit is for the erection of some 
structure. Whether or not they could 
continue to excavate, that is a ques- 
tion; but if the law sustains me, I 
having refused the erection of the 
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building, then it won’t be erected. 
But if the law says that I have no 
right to cancel that permit and the 
Building Department had no right 
to cancel it, then what could we do? 


Commissioner Ellenstein: The

Note ancl a revenue item of 540,- 
000.00 be taken from the Capital Im- 
provement Fund of $1,262,207.72. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I am 
opposed to this resolution on the 
ground that it is too prematurely 
putin. For one thing, the time imit 
of two years does not expire until 
December of this year. And fur- 
ther, that we cannot afford to be put 
in a position where the amount of 
money set aside for capital improve- 
ments, earmarked capital improve- 
ments, falls below a million and a 
quarter dollars. 
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In the event of а serious break in 
one or two lines, the entire amount 
' of money would have to be utilized. 
There have been some discussions 
by the engineers to ascertain 
whether we should not have a stand- 
by line in the event there is such a 
break in the water line. 


Now, that $40,000 during the 
course of the year can be taken 
out of current revenue, and can be 
taken out of the cash surplus which 
we have, which amounts to $1,031,- 
000. I see no point in taking this 
$40,000 out of the $1,270,000 that we 
have set aside and earmarked for 
capital improvements. $40,000 can 
be taken out during the course of 
the year, and we could have a sub- 
stantial balance above the $640,000. 
Those are things that I, in adminis- 
tering the Division of Water, must 
bear in mind, and make sure that 
nobody would be deprived of the 
use of water. 


Commissioner Brady: I move the 
resolution. 


Mayor Murphy: You heard the 
motion on the resolution. 


Commissioner Villani: I second 
the motion. 


Mayor Murphy: Motion has been 
made and seconded. All in favor 
say “aye.” The Clerk will call the 
roll. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Just a 
moment. Before the roll is called, 
I want to say that Mr. Darby told 
me last year, or in 1946, that any- 
thing that is marked for capital im- 
provements, as $1,240,000, cannot be 
taken out without my consent. I 
think. if Mr. Parsonnet were here 
he would verify that. 


Commissioner Keenan: Mr. Mayor 
and members of the Commission, I 
know in the capital improvement 
account there is $1,273,000. I would 


view a capital improvement account 
as an account set aside for capital 
improvements. Inasmuch as there 
are $840,000 worth of commitments 
for capital improvements, I see no 
reason in the world why those 
commitments cannot be paid against 
the account for which they were 
set up. And with the $840,000 from . 
them, from the $1,273,000, we have 
a balance’ іп the capital improve- 
ment account of $433,000 


Now, in the surplus account in 
the water department there is not 
$1,181,000; but it is $1,113,000. And 
with the taking of $650,000 from the 
surplus account of $1,113,000, it then 
leaves a balance of $463,000 in the 
surplus account. I think in both 
accounts the commitments could be 
paid from the capital improvements 
anc. deducted from the $1,113,000, 
leaving a substantial balance in each 
account. ` | 


The county budget, of which we 
pay 56 per cent, was increased by 
$2,200,000. Our bill in the county 
the last year was $5,835,000, repre- 
senting 68 points in the last year’s 
tax rate. I understand our bill from 
the county this year will be far and 
above six million dollars. And we 
have no control over those expendi- 
tures. So why should we have to 
take that criticism? 


in the Board of Education, two 
years ago, the budget rose from 
eleven to thirteen million dollars. 
Last year it rose from thirteen to 
fifteen million dollars. And this year 
it is raising from, fifteen to in the 
neighborhood of seventeen million 
dollars. ` 


We as Commissioners have по 
control over those expenditures. And 
why again do we have to stand 
here and take the criticism for this 
tax vate? I think the people and 
the papers should be fair. I think 
with all of the powers they. possess 
that the papers should make the 
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budget clear to the critics in раг- 
ticular and to the taxpayers in gen- 
eral. 


Now, we should take all available 
monies and credit them to a reduc- 
tion of this staggering budget as a 
whole. We as five Commissioners 
are only responsible for the man- 
agement of the five divisions of gov- 
ernment, plus some portion of the 
mandatory part of last year’s budget 
of $5.93, which was a record budget 
at that time. We are only responsi- 
ble for the five divisions of govern- 
ment which only gave to the City a 
tax rate of $2.53. 


I became a member of this City 
Commission in 1941, and prior to 
that we as Commissioners inherited 
a bonded indebtedness which gives 
to the people more than 50 points 
in the tax rate. 


The legislation should be watched. 
There was a piece of legislation that 
cost this city $4,000,000 in tax re- 
ceipts. Nothing was done by these 
supposed critics with the legislature 
at that time. So as a member of the 
City Commission I take no criticism 


for the manner in which the divis- . 


ions of government are run, and I 
take no criticism for a combined 
budget which comes up for final 
budget, regardless of what the tax 
rate might be. I see no reason to 
become alarmed with these reduc- 
tions. Capital Improvements must 
and should be paid from a fund 
established for that purpose. And 
in that fund is $1,273,000, and there 
wil be a substantial balance of 
$443,000. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I might 
say to you, Director, there isn’ an 
enterprise, certainly a water enter- 
prise, which is in the position where 
there are large mains distributing 
the water to the users and doing 
three and a half million dollars in 
business, that does not have a sub- 
stantial reserve to meet any con- 


tingencies that might arise. 
saddled with the responsibility of | 


I am 


administering the Water Depart- 
ment. If vou want to go back a 
little further, I want to tell you 
that when I came in, in 1933, I took 
charge of the water department. 
The water Jepartment was $500,000 
in the red year after year, and by 
reducing the operation costs to the 
extent of $200,000 and increasing the 
rate, whick accounted for $300,000 
more, we put the water department 
in the black for the first time sinze 
Wanacue development came into 
existence. 


And ano:her factor has to be con- 
sidered; I received information that 
there is a bill now pending in the 
legislature that will take away the 
North Jersey Water Supply, in 
which the City of Newark has a 41 
per cent interest, and which yields 
a substantial revenue, because out 
of that we sell water to Elizabeth 
and we sel water to Belleville, out 
of the Wanaque system. And this 
legislation intends to take that out 
of the hands of the local authority. 
That is a revenue the City will Icse. 
And all those things must be taken 
into consideration. And $1,270,000 is 
little enough to have for capital im- 
provements and to meet any con- 
tingencies that might arise. 


Commissioner Keenan: If we are 
faced with a crisis, we can always 
fight for an emergency appropria- 
tion. 


Commissioner Brady: Question on 
the motion, Mr. Mayor. 


Mayor Murphy: If there are no 
further comments on the motion, the 
Clerk will call the roll on the motion. 


Commissioner Brady: "Aye." 


Commissioner Ellenstein: “No.” I 
believe taking the $40,000 out of the 
Capital Improvements cannot be 
done without my consent.

WHEREAS, on the 29th of No- 
vember, 1947, the General Assembly 
of the United Nations, after an in- 
tensive survey and exhaustive de- 
bate, resolved that a Jewish State 
be established in Palestine; and 


WHEREAS, various Arab powers 
have stated their refusal to abide 
by this decision of the United Na- 
tions and have taken military action 
to prevent the implementation of 
that decision; and 


WHEREAS, the State Department 
of the United States has declared 
an embargo upon the sale of arms 
to both Jews and Arabs; and 


WHEREAS, it is common knowl- 
edge that the Arabs are receiving 
arms from Great Britain and other 
sources; and 


WHEREAS, the lives of human 
beings are being sacrified many of 
whom are innocent non-combatants; 
and 


WHEREAS, this Commission feels 
that not only the fate of the Jews 
in Palestine and other parts of the 
world is dependent upon the im- 
plementation of the said decision of 
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the United Nations, but that the 
fate of the United Nations itself is 
also dependent upon its ability to 
enforce its decision; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE ТТ RE- 
SOLVED: 


First: That the Board of Commis- 
sioners of the City of Newark calls 
upon ithe State Department of the 
United States to immediately lift 
the said embargo so far as same is 
applicable to the sale of arms to the 
Jews in Palestine; 


Second: That it calls upon the 
President of the United States to 
instruct the American representa- 
tives to both the General Assembly 
and the Security Council of the Uni- 
ted Nations to obtain from that 
body a declaration calling upon all 
members of the United Nations to 
cease the sale of arms to Arab pow- 
ers and to the Arabs in Palestine 
and urge that other immediate steps 
be taken to prevent the sacrificing 
of human lives; ) 


Third: That it calls upon the 
President of the United States to 
also instruct our said representatives 
before the United Nations to seek 
for the immediate establishment of 
an international force to implement 
the decision of the General Assem- 
bly of the United Nations; 


Fourth: That copies of this reso- 
lution be forwarded to the Presi- 
dent of the United States, the Sec- 


retary of State, the majority and 


minority leaders of both the Senate 
and the House’ of Representatives, 
the Governor of the State of New 
Jersey, the United States Senators 
and Congressmen from the State of 
New Jersey, and the majority and 
minority leaders of both the Senate 
and the Assembly of the State of 
New Jersey.

to me, because I believe that “frills’ 
connote something that is ornamen- 
tal and not useful in function, and 
it seems the implication might arise 
as the result of that, that I don’t. 
subscribe to it. I don’t believe that 
the Board of Education will engage 
in something that is simply orna- 
mental, unless it has some function- 
ally activity. As, for instance, the 
radio station. However, we must 
not lose sight, of the fact that we are 
confronted with an oppressive tax 
on property. And it is for the well- 
being of the city. 


I do believe, however, that there 
ought to be a re-survey. I am in- 
terested, as I said previously, as 1 
believe every one of us is interested 
primarily in the school children who 
attend the schools, and the schoo. 
teachers who assume responsibility 
over those children. I don’t want tc 
see any teacher find it necessary tc 
supplement her earnings in order tc 
live in accordance with Americar 
standards. Particularly so for the 
school teachers and any one asso- 
ciated with the educational system. 
and in that way find herself in the 
Classroom the following morning: 
tired because of the extra activity. 
Nor do I want to see her worrieci 
over financial problems, because 
she then cannot give the best service 
to the children or in the class room. 


If it is going to the school teach- 
ers in order to give them a livable 
wage, and to those administrators 
who are participating in the educa- 
tional system, then of course there 
is no quarrel with it. And I don’: 
see how any one could reasonably 
quarrel with it. But if, on the other 
hand, the survey shows there is or 
might be some duplication of their 
services, as a check I think it is very 
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valuable It will be very valuable 
not only to the members of the 
Board of Education but to all those 
in the educational system, as well 
as those on the City Commission. I 
have spoken about a re-survey be- 
eause at first blush it would seem to 
mean a $5,000,000 increase over the 
past few years— . 


Dr. John S. Herron (Interrupting): 
Three or five, Commissioner? 


Maycr Murphy: I think in the 
first budget submitted it was at 
least $6,000,000. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Yes, 
close to $6,000,000. But with these 
reductions it is probably $5,000,000 
over a three-year period. And I 


think it is within the interest of the 


Superintendent of Schools and of 
the Administrators of the Board of 
Education as well that those figures 
be reconciled. I am interested in 
what actually caused that $6,000,000 
increase. . 


I want to make my position clear, 
that I don’t think that any member 
of the Board of Education would 
vote for having something that 
might be termed a “frill,” which I 
believe is nothing but a declaration, 
that has no functional value. I 
cannot think of that occurring, but 
however it is a good check. Go over 
that again, and reconcile that $5,- 
000,000. 


Dr. Herron: I will be glad to do 
that, Mr. Mayor and members of the 
Board of Commissioners. 


Mayor Murphy: You mentioned at 
the last meeting that a certain 
amount was for salaries alone. 


Dr. John B. Przbylowicz: Yes, 44 
per cent. | 


Commissioner  Ellenstein: Then

Dr Herron Right off hand I can- 
not give you all of the answers. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I think 
it requires a re-survey. 


Dr. Herron: Incidentally, a num- 
per of factors were brought out here 
yesterday. For instance, the expan- 
sion of our cafeteria department in 
those Jast five years alone, as Mrs. 
Brennan pointed out the other day 
with reference to the so-called in- 
flated budget. Please understand 
that we have to put in there all the 
mories which come by way of in- 
ccme, in those cafeterias; we have to 
report that, and it makes our gross 
budget so much larger. 


In the increase in Class room 
teachers—now, this might surprise 
you-—as I indicated very briefly the 


‘other day, we had reduced, gentle- 


men, the average size of the 
classes of Newark from 36% to 
34%. Now, that is an average of 2 
per class in the elementary school. 
That in itself means, by having 
made that reduction, that we had 
to employ about 80 teachers. You 
see, that was for the benefit of the 
children. ‚ 


However, the Board of Education 
applauded the fact that we were 
able to reduce that class room size 
from 36% to 34%. Now, as I pointed 
out to the Board last June and th 
previous year that we were dis- 
cussing this, if I pulled one teacher 
out of the 40 schools, I could save 
the salaries of 40 teachers. Now, 
taking the average today, even at 
the beginning salary of $2,600, there 
is $104,000. If I increased the size 
of our class by two, I could save 80 
teachers. And I could do the same 
thing in the high school level. But 
we believe that by having reduced 
the class size, we haveedone some- 
thing for the benefit of these chil- 
dren, and I think you will all agree 
nevertheless, coming into next year

Mayor Murphy: (Interrupting) По 
I understand you to say that by 
reducing the size of a class room it 
was necessary to increase the num- 
ber of teachers? 


We 
jumped 54 class room teachers be- 
cause of the fact we had reduced 
the size of our class rooms. But we 
have added 77 cafeteria workers, 
many of whom are only part-time. 
Five years ago there were certain 
vacancies due to deaths. But I will 
be glad to bring this out in an at- 
tractive report from our Board for 
the benefit of the members of the 
City Commission and for the citi- 
zens at large.

$50,000. 


“Modernization of toilets, $200,000. 
“Electric ash hoists, $28,000. 


“Central High School elevator, 


“$18,000. 


“Bergen Street School, $25,000. 
“Playground surfacing, $25,000. 
“Cafeterias, $100,000.” 

And there are copies of the reso- 
lutions showing the signatures of 
the Board of School Estimate. 

Commissioner Villani moved it ђе 
received and filed and made part of 


the record. 


Acting Mayor Brady: If there is 


no objection the resolutions will be 
received and filed and made part of 
the record. However, I would like 
to have, in conjunction with the 
reading of the resolutions, the opin- 
ion of the Law Department concern- 
ing the introduction‘ of the bond 
ordinance. 


Mr. Sidney Simandl: I find that 
the Deputy Mayor can recommend 
the introduction of this bond ordin- 
ance, and that it will be perfectly 
legal. I also find that it is manda- 
tory upon the City Commissioners 
to appropriate the amounts as fixed 
by the Board of School Estimate 
under Revised Statutes 18:6-60. This 
is borne out by an opinion in the 
Supreme Court found in 2 Miscel- 
laneous at page 150, in the Supreme 
Court case of the County of Mon- 
mouth versus Long Branch. 


Acting Mayor Brady: In that case, 
there was no controversy, such as 
was discussed this morning, was 
there?

MAY 1948 


Newark, N. J.. May 5th, 1948 


A regular meeting of the Board 
of Commissioners of the City of 
Newark, М. J, was held on the 
above date, in the Commissioners' 
Chamber, City Hall, Newark, at 2:00 
P. M. 


Mayor Murphy: The meeting will 
come to order. The Clerk will call 
the roll. 


Present: Commissioners Brady, 
Ellenstein, Keenan, Villani, Mayor 
Murphy. 


Commissioner Villani moved that 
the reading of the minutes of the 
previous meeting be dispensed with. 


7481 — Supplements an ordinance 
establishing names of certain streets 
as follows: Carnegie Avenue, extend- 
ing from Mt. Olivet Avenue east- 
erly to the westerly right of way 
line of State Highway Route 25, 40 
be changed to McCLELLAN 
STREET. 


The date set for hearing and final 
passage was May 19. 


7482 — An ordinance amending 
an ordinance creating positions and 


affecting salaries in the Newark 
City Hospital, Department of Public 
Affairs, was passed efter third and 
final reading. 


7483 — An ordinance regulating 
and licensing taxicabs and the li- 
censing of drivers thereof, designat- 
ing taxicab stands, prescribing pen- 
alties for violations and repealing 
previous taxicab ordinance adopted 
Dec. 11, 1929 and amendments there- 
to, was passed on third and final 
reading. 


7484 — An ordinance appropriat- 
ing $476,000 for school purposes and 
providing for the issuance of notes 
of the City of Newark to raise the 
moneys appropriated was passed on 
third and final reading. 


7485 — An ordinance to amend zn 
ordinance establishing a Bureau of 
Sanitation and creating positions 
and affecting salaries therein, was 
passed on third and final reading. 


7486 — An ordinance appropri- 
ating $2,500,000 for School Purposes 
and providing for the issuance of 
Notes of the City of Newark *o 
raise ‘the moneys appropriated. 
Commissioner Brady made the fol- 
lowing statement on the ordinance: 


I opposed this ordinance at the 
last meeting, but I understand Cor- 
poration Counsel to say that it is 
mandatory to appropriate the money 
after the Board of School Estimate 
votes that it be appropriated, and 
that it is mandatory upon us to do 
so. Now, I want it thoroughly un- 
derstood that I am not opposed to 
the building of that school down 
there. I know it is sorely needed, 
and I don't want any of those 
false, exaggerated rumors to be 
spread that Brady is against the 
building of that school I want it 
in the record that 1 am heartily in 
favor of the building of that school, 
but if it is mandatory upon the 
Commissioners, of course I will sign 
the ordinance, but I stil do not 
agree with the manner in which 
the contract was awarded. I want 
that in the record. Of course I 
mean the awarding of the contract 
by the Board of Education, and not 
by the City Commissioners. 


The ordinance was passed after 
third and final reading. 


7487 — An ordinance to author- 
ize improvements to the Water 
Supply System of the City of New- 
ark and to provide for the issuance 
of Bonds and Bond Anticipation 
Notes of the City of Newark in the 
amount of $600,000 to finance the 
cost thereof, was passed on а 
and final reading. 


7488 — An ordinance rescinding 
an authorization of $56,500 Notes for 
School Purposes made by an ordi- 
nance heretofore adopted, was pass- 
ed on third and final reading. 


7489 — An ordinance rescinding 
an ordinance authorizing the issu- 
ance of $123,000 Funding Bonds of 
the City of Newark for the purpose 
of funding certain outstanding in- 


debtedness of the City, was passed- 


on third and final reading. 


7490 — An ordinance to amend 


an ordinance regulating and licens- 
ing laundries, launderettes, cleaning 
and dyeing establishments and in- 
stallations in the City of Newark, 
was killed. 


7491 — An ordinance to amend 
Section 1039 of the Ordinance of the 
City of Newark, entitled "Revised 
Ordinances of the City of Newark, 
(Revision of 1913)" was laid over 
for two weeks. 


The Board of Commissioners ap- 
proved the following appropriations 
for bills, claims and payrolls. (Res.

7763 — WHEREAS, an emergency 
has been caused by the fact that 
litigation has been pending in the 
New Jersey Supreme Court, ques- 
tioning the award. of a contract for 
ihe purchase of new trucks and 
equipment for the Bureau of Sani- 
tation, Department of Parks and 
Public Property, and 


WHEREAS, as а result of this liti- 
gation the City has been unable to 
purchase these trucks and equip- 
ment; and, therefore, in order to 
properly carry on the work of the 
Bureau of Sanitation and protect the 
health and welfare of the people of 
the City of Newark, it became neces- 
sary. to expend a large sum of 
money, which had not been antici- 
pated, and which expenditure has 
caused a shortage in the budget of 
the Bureau of Sanitation, Other Ex- 
penses, and it is necessary to have 
additional funds fo carry on the 
work of the said Bureau of Sani- 
tation in an amount as yet not as- 
certained but substantially in excess 
of $25,000.00; and no adeguate pro- 
vision was made in the 1948 Budget 
for the aforesaid purposes; and R. 
S. 40:2-31 provides for the creation 
of an emergency appropriation for 
the aforesaid purposes; and 


WHEREAS, it is necessary to ap- 
propriate immediately the sum of 
$25,000.00 in order to carry on the
